In July. 1877, a great railroad 
strike broke out in 
the 
eastern 
states and spread rapidly to the 
middle western railroad 
center, 
St. Louis—a city of varied m anu­ 
facturing, commercial, and rail­ 
road interests. At East St. Louis, 
a mass meeting was held by all 
employees of the 
railroads 
and 
plans were made to tie 
up 
all 
roads entering St. Louis until the 
outbreak in the East was 
satis­ 
factorily settled and to invite all 
tradesmen to join in the strike. 
On July 25, 
1877, 
fifty-eight 
years ago this week, the strikers 
organized and a list was made of 
all manufacturing establishments 
to be visited and ordered to sus­ 
pend work. 
A 
procession 
was 
formed with leaders, 
who 
an­ 
nounced themselves as members 
of the “International 
Executive 
Committee”, 
and, 
re-enforced 
by negroes from the levee, the 
march began. Mills and factories 
were ordered to 
close. 
Depots 
were visited and would-be 
pas­ 
sengers were intimidated. A num ­ 
ber of bakeries and foor stores 
were almost demolished and vio­ 
lence and threats 
marked 
the 
events of the day. 
By late afternoon 
volunteers 
had responded to the call made 
by Mayor Overstoltz and a “Com­ 
mittee of Safety” was organized, 
to fight the “International Exe- 
ganized, but violence and destruc- 
cutives.” Five regiments were op­ 
tion continued 
throughout 
tne 


night and the following day. The 
morning of the third day dawned 
more peaceably. The strikers hai 
dispersed, and only the 
leaders 
w’ere stationed at Schuyler’s Hall, 
the headquarters of the strikers. 
The “Committee of Safety”, r e ­ 
enforced by state troops, decided 
to act, and heavily armed a bat­ 
talion marched to the hall. All 
on-lookers were arrested, but the 
leaders had escaped. The display 
of 
force, 
however, 
broke 
the 
strike. No further violence occur­ 
red in St. Louis. 
The strike was also immediate­ 
ly felt in the other 
railroad cen­ 
ters of Missouri. At Kansas City 
a crowd of more than 300 strik­ 
ers took possession of the Union 
Depot 
on July 24. 
No 
freight 
trains were allowed to 
depart, 
and during the afternoon of the 
same day, 
a 
huge 
procession 
marched to the other 
industrial 
shops and demanded that the em­ 
ployees join the strike. 
By 
the 
25th business was at a standstill 
in the city. For four days, 
the 
strikers held undisputed 
sway, 
but on the 
30th a 
compromise 


was effected by the “Arbitration 
Committee” and all strikers re­ 
ported back to work. 
In Sedalia, an important “rail­ 
road town” located at the junc­ 
tion of tw’o branch lines and at 
the intersection of the M. K. & T. 
and the Missouri Pacific railways, 
the sympathies of the people were 
with the strikers. The 
railroad 
employees were law-abiding and 
through compromise Sedalia es­ 
caped with little or no violence. 
Moberly was the scene of lit­ 
tle trouble. Here the railroad em ­ 
ployees were few and although 
the citizens of the town were ap­ 
prehensive, their fears failed to 
materialize. 
In Jefferson City no evidence 
of a united strike appeared, and 
the town remained quiet. 
In Springfield, a center of ex- 
extensive railroad shops, a mass 
meeting of all 
mechanics 
and 
tradesmen in the city was held on 
the 24th. Admonition and pacifi­ 
cation marked the general trend 
of the speeches made at the m eet­ 
ing, and no harm came from the 
strikers. 
At Hannibal, early a 
railway 
center, 
the

greatly alarmed. A large number 
of railroad employees and facto y 
workers lived in the city, and for 
four days, disorder prevailed. On 
the 30th compromise plans were 
adopted and the strike of ’77 clos­ 
ed in Missouri.

THE GREAT RAILRAOD 
STRIKE OF 1877 


In July. 1877, a great railroad 
strike broke out in 
the 
eastern 
states and spread rapidly to the 
middle western railroad 
center, 
St. Louis 
.i city of varied m anu­ 
facturing, commercial, and rail­ 
road interests. At East St. Louis, 
a mass meeting was held by all 
employees of the 
railroads 
and 
plans were made to tie 
up 
all 
roads entering St. Louis until the 
outbreak in the East was 
satis­ 
factorily settled and to invite all 
tradesmen to join in the strike. 
On July 25, 
1877. 
fifty-eight 
years ago this week, the strikers 
organized and a list was m ide of 
all manufacturing establishments 
to be visited and ordered to sus­ 
pend work. 
A 
procession 
was 
formed with leaders, 
who 
an­ 
nounced themselves as members 
of the “International 
Executive 
Committee", 
and, 
re-enforced 
by negroes from the levee, the 
march began. Mills and factories 
were ordered to 
close. 
IX>pots 
were visited and would-be 
pas­ 
sengers were intimidated. A num ­ 
ber of bakeries and foor stores 
were almost demolished and vio­ 
lence and threats 
marked

events of the day. 
By late afternoon 
volunteers 
had responded to the C3ll made 
by Mayor Overstoltz and a "Com­ 
mittee of Safety” was organized, 
to fight the "International E xt- 
ganized, but violence and destruc- 
eutives."

night and the following day. The 
morning of the third day dawned 
more peaceably. The strikers haJ 
dispersed, and only the

were stationed at Schuyler’s Hall, 
tht* headquarters of the strikers-.

In Sedalia. an important “rail­ 
road town" located at the junc­ 
tion of two branch lines and at 
the intersection of the M. K. & T.

the sympathies of th< people were 
with the strikers. The 
railroad 
employees were law-abiding and 
through compromise Sedalia es­ 
caped with little or no violence. 
Moberiy was the scene of lit­ 
tle trouble. Here the railroad em ­ 
ployees were few and although 
the citizens of the town were ap­ 
prehensive, their fears failed to 
materialize. 
In Jefferson City no evidence 
of a united strike appeared, and 
the town remained quiet.

workers lived in the city, and for 
four days, disorder prevail«, d. On 
the 30th compromise plans we re 
adopted and the strike of '77 clos­ 
ed in Missouri.

It is only a very 
thinly disguised attempt to regu­ 
late the production of cotton un­ 
der the pretext of the exercise of 
the taxing power of the national 
government. This power, if it ex­ 
ists at all, is not committed to the 
national government 
under 
the 
constitution of the United States, 
but is expressly reserved to 
the 
states”.

heard in Sherman on September 
11.
